YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. | 


MOST everybody now uses a looth- 


brush and. regardless ol tne controversies 
concerring- its use, it is a good habit to 
lollow. Still, it is true that it has not 
yet beep definitely determined to what 
extent tooth decay may be prevented by 
brushing the teeth. But, if for no other 
reason, the process of brushing the teeth 
is necessary for good mouth nysiene. Ans 
it may be helpiol in the treatment of 
gum disorders. 


However, il brushing the teeth Is to 


be of any value, a satisiactory toothbrush, 
of course, is essential. 


An mvestisaticn of tne type of tooth- 


brushss used by many people has been 
carried out. The study was made b% hav- 
ing over 5000 families mall in all the 
tootcorushes then In use bv members of 
the family, in return for wrr.ch tney re- 
ceived rew toothbrushes. Tress families 
were selected from botn ci;y and farm 
areas and frora various economic groups- 


The toothbrushes obtained were di- 


vided into two general groups, those In 
satisfactory condition and soitaKe lor 
further use, and these which were unsat- 
isfactory. 


Over 8000 toothbrushes were submit- 


ted lor examination and, startling enough, 
only about one-fifth 01 ttem were found 
to be in satisfactory working condition. 
The rest of them were in need ol replace- 
ment because they could no longer be used 
effectively for brushins: the teeth or be- 
cause their use might eien injure the 
gum tissues. 


B'nt or broken br.stles were found to 


b« the mam reason why * toothbrush 
was unsatisfactory. Matted bristles west 
•econd in Importance, and unsanitary 
conditions the least important. 


Many of the toothbrushes had caked 


dentifrice or food debris at the bas« of 
the bristle*; therefore, it •fcould seem that 
emphasis should be placed on the proper 
ci^c cf the tccthbruch, ;uch oi ringing it. 
thoroughly after using it to get rid of ac- 
cumulated materials and allowing; It to 
dry. 


People should not only be encouraged 


to keep the mouth cljan by using a tooth~ 
bruah regularly, but should tlso realm 
tha importance of uilnj a wtUlactory
